Maternal  Welfare 

Notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

38  cases  were  notified  during  the  Year,  giving  a rate  of  50.33 
per  1 ,000  Total  (Live  and  Still)  Births. 

In  1955,  thirty-two  cases  were  notified,  the  rate  of  incidence 
being  44 .08. 

The  corresponding  rate  for  .England  and  Wales  for  1956  was 
16.33. 


Deaths 

During  the  year,  two  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to 
“Pregnancy  and  Childbirth.” 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1956 
was  0.56  per  1 ,000  Total  (Live  and  Still)  Births. 

Infant  Mortality 

During  the  year  there  were  23  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  and  Table  V (page  12)  shows  the  various  causes. 

Of  the  23  infant  deaths,  17  occurred  in  hospital.

(a)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Sixty-four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two 
other  forms  were  notified  during  the  Year,  as  compared  with  fifty 
and  seven  respective^  for  1955. 

The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.191  per 
1 ,000  population  as  compared  with  0.215  for  1955. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
since  1954,

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

The  General  Population  Survey,  commenced  in  1955,  was 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  1956 . 

Details  are  given  in  Table  IX  (page  18)  but  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  to  obtain  an  overall  picture  of  the  Survey  the  1956 
figures  must  be  read  in  conjunction  with  those  for  1955. 

The  survey  of  senior  school  children  was  also  completed  and 
the  foregoing  remarks  similarly  apply.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

During  the  Year,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  undertook 
B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  294  mantoux-negative  children. 

In  addition,  24  newborn  children  from  the  Barry  Area  received 
B.C.G.  Vaccination  at  Cardiff  Hospitals  prior  to  removal  home, 
as  there  were  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  their  households.

DIPHTHERIA 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  Year.  The  last  case  notified 
in  the  Area  was  in  February,  1947,  and  no  death  has  occurred 
for  the  last  fourteen  years.

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DYSENTERY 


A mild  form  of  dysentery  occurred  between  March  and 
September.  This  condition  is  quite  common,  spreads  easily 
amongst  children  and  frequently  remains  undiagnosed . On  this  oc- 
casion, with  the  co-operation  of  the  general  practitioners,  sufferers 
were  carefully  sought  out  and  given  intensive  treatment  in  an 
effort  to  eradicate  the  chronic  'carrier’ . This  attempt  was  largely 
successful  and  no  further  cases  were  notified  after  the  period 
mentioned. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

One  case  occurred  in  January  and  was  of  a severe  form  with 
considerable  residual  paralysis. 

During  the  Year,  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was 
instituted  throughout  the  Country,  the  Scheme  being  completely 
voluntary  and  available  to  children  born  in  the  years  1947-1954 
inclusive;  each  selected  child  being  offered  two  injections  of 
vaccine . 

The  Local  Health  Authority  (Glamorgan  County  Council) 
immediately  implemented  the  Scheme  and  commenced  this 
protective  treatment  late  in  May,  carrying  on  to  the  end  of  June, 
when  vaccinations  were  suspended  on  Ministry  instruction. 
Permission  to  resume  was  obtained  in  late  December  and,  during 
the  Year,  a total  of  303  injections  were  given  at  the  Barry  Clinic. 


TYPHOID  FEVER 

This  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital  almost  immediately 
upon  return  from  a Mediterranean  country.  No  local  source  of 
infection  was  traced  and  it  is  certain  that  the  disease  was  contrac- 
ted abroad.  The  patient  made  a complete  recovery.

Remarks— Patients  affected  were  a mother  and  child, 
mother  probably  being  cause  of  the  outbreak.  No 
fault  could  be  found  with  the  standard  of  hygiene 
in  the  home. 

(iii)  Outbreak  No'.  3 (2  cases) 

Food  Causing  Outbreak — Home  cooked  ham 
Agent  Causing  Outbreak — Staphylococcal  enterotoxin 
Seventy  of  Illness — Severe 

Remarks— These  patients  visited  Barry  on  a day'  s outing, 
bringing  with  them  ham  sandwiches.  Specimens 
of  the  ham  showed  gross  contamination  with 
staphylococci . The  cooked  ham  had  been  left  exposed 
on  a larder  shelf  for  four  days  before  consumption. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  patients’  home 
town  was  informed. 

(iv)  Outbreak  No.  4 (2  cases) 

Food  Causing  Outbreak — Veal,  Ham  and  Egg  Pie 
Agent  Causing  Outbreak — Staphylococcal  enterotoxin 
Severity  of  Illness— Severe 

Remarks — The  patients  concerned  in  this  outbreak  had 
shared  a wrapped  pie  and  the  remaining  portion  of 
this  pie  contained  staphylococcus' aureus,  as  did  a 
wrapped,  unopened  pie  from  the  same  consignment. 
The  pies  came  from  a factory  in  England  and  very 
detailed  investigations  were  carried  out  at  the 
factory,  revealing  the  source  of  infection  and  thus 
enabling  measures  to  be  taken  to  prevent  a re- 
currence. 
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Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

All  vaccinations  in  the  Area  are  undertaken  by  the  General 
Practitioners  for  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  period  under  review,  209  vaccination  notifications, 
in  respect  of  Barry,  were  received  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health 
Office,  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  compared  with  292  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1953 

During  the  Year,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action 
under  these  Regulations. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  these  Regulations, 
relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936  (Section  172) 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section,  which  empowers  the 
Council  to  apply  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of 
infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. , 

Laboratory  Service 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health),  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

Disinfection 

During  the  Year,  39  houses  were  disinfected,  also  a large 
quantity  of  bedding  and  clothing  at  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

National  Assistance  Act  , 1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

(Removal  of  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention) 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  act  under  these  provisions 
during  the  period  under  review. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  50  (Burial ofthe  Dead) 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  was  called  upon,  in  one 
instance,  to  take  action  under  this  Section. 

The  costs  involved  were  borne  by  the  Corporation . 
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Accidents  in  the  Home 

The  Health  Committee  were  greatly  concerned  at  the  number 
of  accidents  occurring  in  the  home  and,  in  an  attempt  to  educate 
the  public,  they  purchased  nineteen  thousand  leaflets  which  were 
distributed  throughout  the  Town. 

Deprived  Children 

The  following  information  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Children’s  Officer  (Miss  Beti  Jones) , Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  1956,  24  children  from  Barry  were  admitted  to  the 
care  of  the  County  Council  in  their  various  Homes,  etc.  The 
reasons  for  these  admissions  were  as  follows : —

13  children  (10  boys  and  3 girls)  were  discharged  from  care 
during  the  Year. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  29  children  (11  boys  and  18  girls)  from 
the  Barry  Area  remained  in  care. 

1 1 children  are  provided  with  foster  homes  in  the  Area,  whilst 
4 Barry  children  are  away  in  Approved  Schools. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

During  the  Year,  9 men  and  10  women  from  the  Barry  Area 
were  admitted  to  Hostels  under  the  control  of  the  Welfare  Services 
Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  Director  of 
Welfare  Services  (Mr.  J.  Howard  Bargh)  has  also  indicated  that, 
in  all,  some  41  ex-Barry  residents  are  so  accommodated. 

The  ready  co-operation  at  all  times  of  the  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  the  close  liaison  between 
the  staff  of  the  S.E.  Glamorgan  Area  (Area  Clerk — Mr.  R.  H. 
Radcliffe)  and  this  Office  has  frequently  made  possible  the  early 
and  successful  investigation  of  obscure  and  difficult  cases. 

During  the  Year,  the  local  Voluntary  Committee  for  the 
Welfare  of  Old  People  was  reconstituted  and  an  attempt  was 
made  by  the  members  to  obtain  an  up-to-date  register  of  all 
old  people  living  alone  and  of  any  who  might  need  friendship 
from  the  Committee . 
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During  Old  People’s  Week,  the  Mayor  of  Barry,  accompanied 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  visited  and  distributed  gifts 
to  nearly  200  housebound  old  people  and  to  the  residents  of  the 
“Gwalia”  Hostel,  the  patients  at  the  Neale-Kent  Hospital  and 
to  the  elderly  patients  then  at  the  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital. 


Chiropody  Service 

The  Chiropody  Service  provided  by  the  Barry  Nursing  and 
Samaritan  Association  proved  so  popular  that  the  sessions  were 
increased  from  three  to  four  weekly.  This  Service  is  available  to 
residents  of  the  Borough  aged  sixty  and  over  who  are  of  insufficient 
means  to  afford  the  full  fee  of  a private  practitioner  and  who  are 
not  eligible  for  treatment  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Some  1 ,400  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  Year. 


Meals  on  Wheels 

Towards  the  end  of  the  Year,  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service 
re-instituted  their  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  and  were  fortunate 
to  obtain  adequate  facilities  at  the  Dinam  Hall.  With  the  aid 
of  the  Barry  Corporation  and  the  Barry  Nursing  and  Samaritan 
Association,  they  were  enabled  to  obtain  two  charcoal  heated 
containers  for  the  delivery  of  meals  which  are  distributed  by 
W.V.S.  transport. 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  Year,  298  meals  were 
provided. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Corporation  is  supplied  with 
water  from  Taf  Fechan.  Details  of  distribution  services  were 
given  in  the  1951  Report. 

With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  isolated  dwellings  supplied 
by  wells,  all  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  water  direct 
from  the  public  mains. 

Samples  of  water  were  regularly  taken  during  the  Year  with 
unifo'mly  satisfactory  results.

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 


Swimming  Pool 

The  increasing  popularity  and  the  much  heavier  bathing 
loads  experienced  at  the  Knap  Swimming  Pool  required  a review 
of  the  purification  system  at  the  close  of  the  1955  Season. 

The  pumping  plant  has  a turnover  period  of  12  hours,  while 
the  pool  is  of  the  open  air  type  utilising  sea  water.  Marginal 
chlorination  was  previously  used  and  was  found  to  be  not  completely 
satisfactory  for  a bath  of  this  size,  namely  1|  million  gallons, 
with  the  extended  turnover  period.  In  consequence,  a break- 
point system  of  chlorination  was  introduced  in  an  experimental 
form  during  the  Season  1956. 

This  method  was  found  to  be  practicable  and  gave  a completely 
sterile  water  with  a minimum  residual  over  break-point  of  one 
part  per  million  in  the  heaviest  bathing  loads,  whilst  there  was 
also  a marked  improvement  in  the  clarity  and  appearance  of  the 
water.  The  break-point  method  is  to  be  permanently  installed 
for  the  1957  Season . 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewage  disposal  in 
the  area,  one  situated  at  the  Knap  in  the  western. end,  and  the 
other  at  Bendrick  Rocks  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  town. 

As  mentioned  in  the  1954  Report,  the  eastern  end  of  the 
Borough  is  rapidly  developing  and,  during  the  Year,  the  Corpor- 
ation proceeded  with  their  plans  for  a new  scheme  of  drainage 
for  this  area.  It  is  anticipated  that  a Public  Inquiry  will  be  held 
at  an  early  date. 

Three  small  disposal  works  operate  in  the  west  end  of  the 
District,  one  serving  35  dwellings  and  the  other  two  dealing  with 
about  250  dwellings  each.  The  load  on  the  two  latter  disposal 
works  is  extremely  heavy  and,  during  the  Year,  a scheme  of 
improvements  was  submitted  for  Ministry  approval. 

Apart  from  a few  farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all  other 
premises  are  connected  with  the  public  sewer.

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  13  seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  110  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and 
regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  limited  number  of  temporary  structures  in  the  District 
is  being  gradually  reduced  as  families  are  re-housed  from  those 
dwellings  showing  most  deterioration . 

Caravan  Sites 

There  are  two  sites  in  the  Borough  licensed  in  respect  of 
caravan  dwellings. 

The  first  of  these  ' is  permitted  to  house  thirty  caravans 
throughout  the  year  and  the  licence  is  renewable  annually.  The 
second  site  has  a seasonal  licence — from  April  to  October  inclusive 
— and  houses  twenty-four  caravans.  In  addition,  the  Corporation 
issued  individual  licences  to  six  caravan  occupiers  on  this  second 
site. 

Both  sites  are  well  maintained. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  a third  site 
(not  now  licensed)  and  the  owner/occupier  was  fined  £1 . 

Housing 

During  the  Year,  2,741  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of 
sanitary  defects. 

457  informal  notices  were  served  and  539  complied  with. 
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Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  taken  in  30 
cases,  22  houses  being  repaired  as  a result  of  this  type  of  action 
(16  by  owners  and  6 by  the  Corporation  in  default) . 

Four  properties  (including  one  temporary  structure)  were 
demolished  during  the  Year  but  no  Closing  Orders  were  made. 

The  enforcement  of  housing  repairs  is  still  a difficult  pro- 
position but  slight  progress  was  made. 

During  the  Year,  no  applications  were  made  for  certificates 
of  disrepair  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act,  1954.  Twelve  certificates  were  revoked  in  the  period 
under  review. 

Legal  proceedings  were  undertaken  when  a property  owner 
failed  to  supply  information  as  required  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  168,  Housing  Act,  1936.  He  was  fined  £2  in  each  of  the 
two  instances.

In  addition,  70  transfers  and  32  exchanges  were  arranged. 

The  Corporation  pursues  the  policy  of  allowing  not  only 
exchanges  among  their  own  tenants  but  also  with  those  of  other 
local  authorities  and  with  tenants  of  private  houses  in  the  Barry 
Area.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  small  families  to  transfer 
from  large  houses  and  so  ensure  maximum  use  being  made  of  the 
accommodation  available . 

Up  to  the  end  of  1956,  2,055  applicants  in  all  categories  had 
been  re-housed  since  the  War,  and  484  transfers  and  347  exchanges 
had  been  arranged. 

House  Letting  Scheme. 

The  Scheme  generally  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Treasurer 
but  certain  aspects  of  it  affect  the  Department  and  these  are 
discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

General  List 

All  applications  for  admission  to  this  List  are  considered  for 
the  award  of  points  on  the  grounds  of  "Insanitary  Conditions  and 
Absence  of  Normal  Health  Requirements.  ” During  the  Year,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  made  243  inspections  for  this 
purpose  and  details  of  sanitary  marks  resulting  were  forwarded 
to  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 

Special  Health  List 

As  far  as  the  General  List  is  concerned,  no  points  are  awarded 
on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.  However,  anyone  who  has  made 
application  for  a Council  house  can  submit  a medical  certificate 
in  support  thereof.  These  are  considerd  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and,  where  deemed  necessary,  recommendations  for  re- 
housing on  medical  grounds  are  submitted  to  the  Corporation. 
Letfings  from  the  Special  Health  List  are  on  a proportionate 
basis  with  other  Lists  and,  during  the  Year,  14  eases  were  so 
dealt  with. 
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The  Special  Health  List  has  made  it  possible  to  deal  fairly 
comprehensively  with  conditions  which  through  overcrowding 
might  cause  danger  to  public  health . Some  relief  has  also  been 
afforded  to  applicants  whose  severe  physical  disabilities  have  made 
essential  the  provision  of  ground  floor  accommodation . 

From  the  Scheme’s  inception  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  162 
applicants  had  been  re-housed  on  this  List,  the  medical  conditions 
involved  being  as  follows : —

Old  Age  Pensioners’  List 

Towards  the  end  of  the  Year  it  was  decided  to  increase  the 
allocation  oi  houses  for  nomination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  three  in  every  twelve  lettings. 

Eight  cases  were  so  nominated  but  up  to  the  end  of  1956  none 
had  been  re-housed . 

Sub-Standard  Accommodation 

In  1956,  fifteen  families  (including  nine  from  ex-military 
hutments)  were  re-housed  from  properties  no  longer  fit  for  hab- 
itation. 

Hutments  : Ex -Military  Camps 

Occupied  hutments  were  reduced  to  19  by  31st  December, 
1956. 

Drains 

During  the  Year,  79  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in . 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corporation  have  had 
a rodent  operator  in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into  operation . 
Complaints  received  are  immediately  investigated  and  the  methods 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
are  followed.  During  the  year,  253  premises  were  treated,  viz., 
17!  private  dwelling  houses,  62  business  premises,  and  17  Local 
Authority  properties.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  in  every 
instance . 
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A maintenance  treatment  for  rats  in  sewers  is  carried  out 
twice  yearly  by  the  Borough  Engineer's  Department.  Types,  of 
poison  and  of  bait  are  varied  in  accordance  with  Ministry 
recommendation  for  each  treatment. 

Recent  results  show  that  of  1 ,856  manholes  baited  at  each 
treatment,  there  were  499  part-takes  of  bait,  while  in  22  cases 
the  take  was  complete . 

Public  Cleansing 

The  semi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  daily  removal 
of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical  transport. 
Salvage  work  has  been  maintained  in  conjunction  with  public 
cleansing. 

The  Corporation  maintains  a Refuse  Destructor  and  also 
undertakes  controlled  tipping  at  a dis-used  claypit  in  Cadoxton 
which  has  substantial  capacity  for  further  tipping.

Bed  Bugs

Milk  Supply 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950 — Specification  of  Areas 

Barry  became  part  of  a specified  area  under  the  The  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954. 

During  the  Year,  8 samples  of  milk  were  bacterio logically 
tested  for  keeping  qualities  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  22  samples  were  referred  for  examination  for 
tubercle  bacilli  and  negative  results  obtained  in  each  case. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised,  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953,  and  The  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1954. 

Licences  were  issued  under  the  above  Regulations  to  dealers 
selling  “Pasteurised,”  “Sterilised”  and  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
Milks. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plants  within  the 
Borough . 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949-1954 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  covered 
by  the  Regulations  and,  generally  speaking,  these  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Ice  Cream 

Strict  supervision  of  all  premises  manufacturing  and  retailing 
ice-cream  was  exercised  throughout  the  Year  and  the  requirements 
of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-52, 
were  found  to  bo  observed.  There  are  relatively  few  manufact- 
urers of  ice:cream  in  the  Borough  as  the  tendency  in  recent  years 
has  been  towards  the  emergence  of  larger  factories  which  supply 
the  many  retailers.  This  trend  has  simplified  the  supervision  of 
ice-cream  manufacture . 

Twenty-one  samples  were  taken  in  1956  and  these  were 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  1,984  lbs.  of  meat  in 
Butchers’  Shops.  The  greater  portion  of  this  was  affected  with 
internal  decomposition. 


Food  Inspection 

Food  inspections  were  regularly  carried  out  and  during  the 
Year,  6,288  lbs.  of  various  foods  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  All  these  condemned  foodstuffs  were  destroyed 
at  the  Corporation’s  Refuse  Destructor. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-56 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  became  operative  on  the  1st 
January,  1956,  and,  under  its  provisions,  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  Minister  of  Health, 
acting  jointly,  made  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

These  Regulations,  now  the  principal  instrument  for  enforcing 
sound  food  hygiene  practice,  lay  down  requirements  in  respect  of 

(i)  the  cleanliness  of  food  premises,  apparatus  and  equipment, 

(ii)  the  hygienic  handling  of  food,  (iii)  the  cleanliness  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  and  of  their  clothing,  and  the 
action  to  be  taken  where  they  suffer  from,  or  are  carriers  of,  certain 
infections,  (iv)  the  construction  of  food  premises,  their  repair  and 
maintenance  and  the  facilities  to  be  provided,  and  (v)  the 
temperature  at  which  certain  foods  are  to  be  kept  in  food  premises. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  above  Regulations,  all  food  handling 
premises  have  been  carefully  inspected  in  order  to  ascertain  in 
which  respects  they  fall  short  of  the  requirements.  The 
proprietors  have  been  informed  of  their  particular  shortcomings 
and  have  received  a brief  summary  of  the  Regulations  for  their 
guidance . 

In  most  cases,  reasonable  co-operation  has  been  forthcoming 
and  the  general  response  can  be  considered  satisfactory.  Difficult 
cases  have  been  encountered  and  pressure  is  still  being  brought  to 
bear  in  some  instances.

Constitution  of  Port  Health  Authority 

The  Port  Health  Authority  was  constituted  by  an  Order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  dated  27th  July,  1893,  and  an  amending 
Order,  dated  27th  April,  1938,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  made 
under  Sections  3,  9 and  314  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Barry,  acting  by  the  Council. 


Limits  of  Jurisdiction 

During  the  Year  there  was  no  change  in  the  Authority’s  limits 
of  jurisdiction.  The  contributing  Riparian  Authorities  are  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Cowbridge  Rural  District

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Observations  on  Unsatisfactory  Results. 

As  the  vessel  had  sailed  before  the  result  became  known,  the 
information  was  forwarded  to  the  next  port  of  call  where  the 
necessary  remedial  action  was  undertaken. 

In  the  cases  arising  from  dockside  investigations,  corrective 
measures  were  taken  and  'follow-up’  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


SECTION  VI — Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952 

and  1954 

“Excepted  Ports” 

In  June,  the  Ministry  of  Health  intimated  that  the  European 
territory  of  Italy  and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  should  be 
regarded  as  within  the  “excepted  area”  and  the  seaports  in  them 
as  “excepted  ports.” 

The  Ministry  further  intimated  that  the  Public  Health  (Ships) 
Regulations  would  be  amended  in  due  course  but  that  in  the 
meantime  the  definition  “excepted  area”  should  be  read  as  if  it 
included  Italy  and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  and  the 
definition  “excepted  port”  as  if  it  included  the  coast  of  Italy  and 
the  whole  of  the  coast  of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 

Arising  from  this  variation  in  arrangements  between  the 
Member  States  of  Western  European  'Union  the  following 
observations  were  recently  issued  by  the  World  Health  Organisation . 


INTERNATIONAL  SANITARY  REGULATIONS  (Article 
104)— Arrangements  relating  to  the  Health  Control  of 
Sea  Traffic  in  force  in  the  Territories  of  the  Member 
States  of  Western  European  Union . 

as  from  15th  June,  1956. 

Area  Covered  by  the- Arrangements  : 

For  sea  traffic,  the  arrangements  apply  to  ships  trading 
solely  between  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom  (England, Northern 
Ireland,  Scotland  and  Wales),  the  European  coasts  of  Belgium, 
France,  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  * the  Irish  Republic, 
Italy  and  the  Netherlands;  these  ports  are  termed  “excepted 
ports.  ” 
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Seaport  Health1  Control — 

(i)  The  Maritime  Declaration  of  Health  is. not  required  from 
any  ship  trading  solely  between  the  “excepted  ports" 
and  not  calling  at  any  other  port  (including  Gibraltar) 
during  its  voyage.  In  normal  health  circumstances  there 
is  no  need  for  such  ships  to  ask  for  free  pratique  by  radio . 

(ii)  The  following  requirements,  however,  apply  to  all  ships: 

(a)  The  ship  must  show  the  appropriate  international 
flags  or  signal  lights  to  indicate  the  state  of  health 
on  board  on  approaching  the  port . 

(b)  If  no  case  or  suspected  case  of  infectious  disease  is 
present  or  has  occurred  on  board  during  the  voyage, 
the  ship  may  proceed  immediately  to  her  berth, 
subject  to  any  requirements  of  the  harbour  or  customs 
authorities. 

(c)  Immediately  tree  pratique  is  granted  (frequently) 
this  is  done  before  or  as  soon  as  the  ship  ties  up), 
the  normal  boarding  by  agents  and  other  authorised 
persons,  the  disembarkation  of  passengers  and  the 
unloading  of  cargo  may,  so  far  as  the  port  health 
authority  is  concerned,  proceed. 

(d)  During  the  stay  of  the  ship  in  the  port,  authorised 
officers  of  the  port  health  authority  may  board  and 
inspect  the  vessel  at  any  time  and,  if  infectious 
disease  is  discovered,  may  take  any  necessary  action 
permitted  under  the  regulations  of  the  country  in 
which  the  port  is  situated.  The  authority  may  also 
examine,  and  if  necessary  detain  or  remove  to 
hospital  any  person  on  board  who  is  suffering  or  is 
suspected  to  be  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease, 
or  who  is  verminous  and  may  impose  such  other 
preventive  measures  (e.g.  disinfection,  surveillance, 
etc.)  as  may  be  considered  necessary. 

(e)  The  master  must  provide  any  information  on  the 
request  of  the  port  health  authority  and  notify  the 
occurrence  of  any  sickness  suspected  to  be  of  an 
infectious  nature. 

(iii)  The  procedure  for  the  issue  of  international  Deratting 
Certificates  and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  at 
designated  and  approved  ports  is  unaltered. 
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Temporary  suspension  of  these  seaport  health  control 
ar  rangements . 

In  abnormal  or  exceptional  circumstances — e.g.,  if  a port  in 
one  of  the  countries  named  is  declared  infected  with  one  of  the 
‘ quarantinable  diseases’ , or  if  a case  of  serious  infectious  diseases 
is  present  on  a ship — the  above  arrangements  may  be  wholly  or 
partially  suspended  by  notice  issued  by  the  health  administration. 

^Although  not  a member  of  the  Union,  the  Republic  of  Ireland 
has  decided  to  participate  in  these  arrangements. 

The  information  contained  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  was, 
upon  receipt,  conveyed  to  the  H.M.  Customs  (Waterguard)  and 
Barry  Channel  Pilotage  Authority. 

SECTION  VTI— Smallpox. 

(1)  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  smallpox  cases  are  sent 

from  the  district:—  & 

Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  transport  of  such  cases  to  that  hospital  by 

ambulance , giving  the  name  of  the  Authority  responsible  for  the 

ambulance  and  the  vaccinal  state  of  the  ambulance  crews  :-l| 

The  responsible  Authority  for  the  ambulance  service  is  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the 
transport  of  all  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Severn  Road, 
Treforest  Trading  Estate,  where  special  drivers  have  been  selected 
for  the  purpose. 

In  instances  where  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  Area  has 
advised  removal  of  a case,  application  for  transport  would  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Barry,  who  would  pass 
the  request  to  Treforest  Control  for  action . 

At  the  Treforest  Station  a supply  of  white  gowns  is  kept  and 
these  would  be  issued  to  the  drivers  when  called  upon  to  convey 
smallpox  cases. 

Upon  receipt  of  a call  for  transport,  the  Treforest  Control 
would  detail  the  vehicle  and  driver  to  be  used  and  he  would  then 
proceed  to  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda,  where  a nurse  and  necessary 
equipment  would  be  picked  up . The  case  would  then  be  collected 
and  taken  to  hospital. 

The  vehicle  would  be  disinfected  at  the  Hospital  and,  together 
with  the  driver,  retained  at  the  Hospital  as  long  as  considered 
necessary.  The  driver  would  be  re -vaccinated  immediately  after 
conveying  the  patient  to  the  Hospital.

SECTION  XI — Measures  taken  against  ships  infected  with  or 
suspected  for  plague. 

During  the  Year,  no  “infected”  or  “suspected”  ships  arrived 
in  the  Port. 

Vessels  arriving  from  plague  infected  ports  or  suspected  areas 
would  be  inspected  on  arrival  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  and 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  Port  Health  Authority.  Such 
vessels  would  be  thoroughly  searched  for  rat  evidence  and  rats 
caught  or  found  dead  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination. 
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SECTION  XII — Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from 
foreign  ports 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

Vessels  are  inspected  by  a Public  Health  Inspector  to  the 
Port  Health  Authority  as  soon  as  possible  after  docking.  Deratting 
or  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  are  inspected  and  an  overall 
inspection  for  rat  traces  made  of  the  ship.  If  evidence  of  rats  is 
found  during  the  validity  of  a Certificate  held  on  board,  the  owners 
are  advised  to  undertake  fumigation.  In  the  majority  of  cases, 
the  ready  co-operation  of  owners  in  this  matter  is  obtained. 
However,  should  instances  arise  where  such  co-operation  was  not 
forthcoming,  every  effort  would  be  made  to  control  and  reduce  the 
rat  population  on  board.  Trapping  and  poisoning  would  be 
employed  as  methods  of  elimination  and  the  use  of  rat-guards, 
painted  and  lighted  gangways,  etc.,  to  prevent  egress  of  the 
rodents  ashore. 

In  cases  where  rat  indications  are  found  and  the  Certificate 
is  not  valid,  fumigation  is  enforced. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination 
of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague,  including 
the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during  the  year. 
These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 

Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health) , The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

1 rat  from  a.  ship  was  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination 
and  found  to  be  free  from  rodent  plague  infection . 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods 
used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor , the  name  of 
the  contractor . 

During  the  Year,  one  vessel  was  fumigated  with  hydrogen 
cyanide.  On  two  others,  trapping  and  poisoning  were  undertaken 
by  the  Port  Health  Authority’s  Rodent  Operator. 

Fumigation  of  vessels  in  the  district  is  undertaken  by  com- 
mercial contractors.  Notification  is  received  from  the  contractors 
as  to  the  date  and  time  when  fumigation  will  take  place ; a Public 
Health  Inspector  to  the  Port  Health  Authority  attends  the  fumig- 
ation and  ensures  that  everything  done  is  in  strict  compliance 
with  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation  of  Ships)  Regulations, 
1951. 

The  afore-mentioned  fumigation  was  carried  out  by  Scientex, 
Ltd.,  12  West  Bute  Street,  Cardiff. 
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(4)  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships 

Modern  vessels  are  designed  to  provide  an  almost  complete 
measure  of  rat -proofing  and  there  is  steady  improvement  in  the 
older  vessels.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  Shipping) 
(Amendment  No.  2)  Order,  1956. 

The  above-mentioned  Amendment  Order  became  operative 
on  the  9th  April,  1956,  and  authorised  Port  Health  Authorities  to 
charge  a prescribed  fee  for  the  inspection  of  vessels  for  the  purpose 
of  issuing  Rodent  Control  Certificates  under  Article  3 \2)  (b)  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  Shipping)  Order, 
1951.
